If a student props his feet on 
a desk, Soileau approaches him 
with “Were you raised in a pig 
pen, monsieur?”

Auditions are open to any 
graduating high school senior or 
college freshman, according to 
Joseph Kirshbaum, director of 
the music department.

Scholarships will be awarded 
in piano, voice, strings, and other 
orchestral instruments.

Three Days Left To Apply 
For Military Deferment 


Friday is the last day to pick 
up Selective Service Classifica¬ 
tion test applications in the coun¬ 
selor’s office. Applications must 
be postmarked by April 23. 

The test will be given on cam¬ 
pus May 14, May 21, and June 3, 
under the supervision of Dean E. 
M. Potter. 

Registrar Edwin Fowler and 
Dean Potter stressed that all 
males should take the test be¬ 
cause the “office has no way of 
knowing what constitutes grades 
for the upper half of freshman 
men or the upper two-thirds of the 
sophomore men until the end of 
the semester. 


Freshman and sophomore 
grade points for all male students 
will be totaled separately and di¬ 
vided by the total number of their 
hours. These numbers will be the 
medians for freshmen and sopho¬ 
more ratings. Four quartrains 
will be plotted on the computer: 
lower 25 percent, median 50 per¬ 
cent, 75 percent, and 100 per¬ 
cent. 

To be safe, a freshman must 
be in the upper half of his class, 
a sophomore in the upper two- 
thirds. 

Dr. Potter cautions that all 
males in the lower one third are 
“draft bait” unless they take the 
test and make a reputable score. 

Both Fowler and Dr. Potter 
emphasize that if a student has 
any doubt about his class stand¬ 
ing, he should take the test. 

The off it e cannot give any stu- 
dent information until after the 
end of the semester. Fowler says 
summer school registration must 
be out of the way before he can 
give definite standings. He ex¬ 
plained there is “something hit¬ 
ting us here all the time. As 
soon as we complete one thing, 
another begins.” 

Both administrators empha¬ 
size that “indefinites” have all 
the more reason to take the test. 
A failiing grade on the test will 
not cause a student to lose his 
scholastic deferement if his 
grades are good. A good grade 
might help a student with poor 
grades retain the deferment.

Yearbook Takes 1000 Pictures 


In preparing this year’s A- 
pache yearbook, more than 1,000 
pictures were taken, processed, 
and printed. 

“This number may seem huge 
to some,” said yearbook photo¬ 
grapher Steve Fisch, “but one 


must remember that this covers 
everything that has happened at 
TJC. I have pictures ranging 
from e^rly registration during 
the summer of 1965 to the Whar¬ 
ton basketball series last 
month. 

Fisch says that in making 
these pictures, 873 sheets of 
photographic prper were used. 
The majority of this paper was 
5” by 7” or smaller, but ac¬ 
cording to Fisch, “I had to make 
many prints 8” by 10” and even 
a few 11” by 14”. 

Enough chemicals were used 
to fill a 22-gallon oil drum to 
capacity. Regarding this amount, 
Fisch says, “If one again con¬ 
siders the number of functions 
that go on during a school year, 
it is easy to see how this quan¬ 
tity could be used.” 


Growth Seen 
In Plywood 
Manufacturing 

The plywood industry has had 
a 10 percent growth per year and 
is still growing, said Roger A. 
Morrison, field service repre¬ 
sentative of the American Ply¬ 
wood Association. 

Speaking to a group of draft¬ 
ing students, Morrison said ply¬ 
wood has many uses as a build¬ 
ing material including the con¬ 
struction of boats, hydro-planes, 
and can be used as paneling. 

“Plywood is the busiest 
building material today because 
it is attractive, easy to use, 
and durable,” said Morrison. 
“It is split resistant, impact re¬ 
sistant, and can hold nails,” he 
said. 

Morrison said the three types 
of wood used in the making of 
plywood are Douglas Fir, West¬ 
ern Softwood, and Southern Pine. 

Morrison showed slides con¬ 
cerning theprocessing of plywood 
including the peeling of the logs, 
the curing, the cutting out of de¬ 
fects in the lumber, and the glu¬ 
ing together of plywood boards. 

A film, “Miracle in Wood,” 
was shown and showed the basic 
properties of plywood, how it is 
made, and the uses of plywood.

Practice timed writings on 
electric typewrites are a part of 
the 5-day-a-week course. The 
machines are the IBM, IBM Se- 
lectric, IBM Executive, Electric 
Royal and the Electric Under¬ 
wood. 

The girls purposely use all 
machines to get practice from 
all of them. “Accuracy is stress¬ 
ed during the timed writings,” 
she added. 

Also included is a 2-week 
review of oflice machines. Prob¬ 
lems are assigned on each mach¬ 
ine and students submit their an¬ 
swers.

'The Chase’ Pictures Texans 
As Anti-American Savages

“The Chase,” starring Mar¬ 
lon Brando has done more damage 
to Texas .than any natural disaster 
ever could. 

The movie is the story of a 
small town Texas sheriff standing 
alone against a mob of drunken, 
gun- carrying, upper class busi¬ 
nessmen. 

This was NOT a “cowboy” 
picture--it is supposed to be 
Texas today! 

“The Chase” is filled not only 
with anti-Texas scenes, but anti- 
American scenes. It could not 
be a true picture of any place 
in America. 

The most disturbing factor of 
the show is its emotionalism car¬ 
ried to the extreme -- so far 
to the extreme that the entire 
theater audience craved violence. 

The show r is so charged with 
emotion that many who saw it 
said they could have “whipped” 
anyone, for anything. 

Through the show the 
suspense grew and built up ten¬ 
sion within the audience. The 
abrupt ending left them with this 
tension and no way to expel it. 

Describing the scene where 
the sheriff is beaten by an an¬ 
gry, drunken group of upper class 
businessmen on the courthouse 
steps while about 100 townspeople 
stand by innocently, one TJC 
exc said it made him want to 
“jump out of his seat and shout 
at the witnessing crowd.” 

A John Tyler Senior said the 
same scene made her want to 
scream “Stop, stop, stop!” at 
the attackers. 

One man got up and left be¬ 
fore the show was half over be¬ 
cause “it made him so mad.” 

These were not isolated 


cases. 

The finale of the movie is 
the gunning down of a guarded 
prisoner on the same courthouse 
steps. Those who saw it will 
agree it is a revision of the 
Oswald murder in the basement 
of the Dallas County Courthouse. 

What kind of motion picture 
would promote such violence? 

The blame cannot be placed 
entirely on the theater owner 
or operator. Film producers 
make the kind of pictures that 
bring in money, but these dis¬ 
torted views of America are 
costing the American public more 
than the admission price! 

Some saw this movie as an 
emotional picture distorting Tex¬ 
as justice. Others saw it for 
what it is -- anti-American. 

Why the difference in these 
groups? The reason is simple. 

The second group has been 
educated in the identification of 
anti-American propaganda. They 
recognized in the movie the pro¬ 
motion of the Gun Registration 
Bill in Congress that would make 
it a law for ALL guns to be 
registered with the government. 

Similar laws were passed in 
every Soviet satellite country 
and China immediately BEFORE 
the communists took them over! 

Tyler has three downtown 
theaters and two drive-ins that 
are owned and operated by the 
statewide network of Interstate 
Theaters. There is also one 
privately owned drive-in. Even 
though they have been coopera¬ 
tive in their discrimination a- 
gainst movies of poor taste or 
quality, there are still a few 
that slip through this screening. 


Could you recognize the 
symptoms of anti - American 
propaganda? If not, I suggest 
you join with other patriotic cit¬ 
izens to learn them, and be on 
guard against them.

Texans should be glad to have Waggoner Carr in the of¬ 
fice of State Attorney General. He is not afraid to defend 
the rights of Texas, even if it means bucking the federal 
government. 

The State of Texas had to oppose the office of U.S. At¬ 
torney General Nicholas Katzenbach before afederal court 
in Houston to protect the honesty of her elections until the 
new voter registration law could be put into effect. With¬ 
out a stay of the court order abolishing poll tax in Texas, 
there was no way to prevent fradulent registration and 
voting. 

Carr promised in a letter to Katzenbach that Texas 
would cooperate with his office in every reasonable way 
but would not become subject to any humiliation of Texas 
resulting from an “overlord” at-

titude. 

Despite the opposition of the 
U.S. Attorney General, the court 
granted the 30-day stay requested 
by Texas. 

Katzenbach then ordered Carr to 
make full reports to his office concerning the voter regis¬ 
tration. He also sent the FBI to maintain surveilance over 
the Texas voter registration. 

Carr, upholding the rights of the people of Texas, wrote 
Katzenbach: 

“Quite frankly, we feel our state is capable of handling 
our internal affairs. Our reports will be made to the 
Federal Court having jurisdiction over this matter and to 
no one else unless the court directs us to do it.’ 

What did other Texas politicians 
say about this interference? 

U.S. Senator Ralph Yarborough 
on the Senate floor asserted that 
Carr had denounced Katzenbach’s 
move in “a shocking and discredit-

able manner.” 

Governor John Connally backs Carr 100 percent. Says 
the governor: “If he (meaning Yarborough) is ‘shocked’ 
by our protests, then he should be prepared to be shocked 
again and again when we try to protect the integrity of this 
state and the rights of its people.” 

Carr assures the U.S. Attorney General that Texas 
is capable of assuring each of its citizens the opportunity 
to become qualified to vote. M.B.

jU.S. MustTake Chance Of Free Elections!

For years the 
United States has

Some authorities see a bright 
future for South and North Viet 
Nam in the light of a comprom¬ 
ise between the two. Even state¬ 
side prophetress Jean Dixon, 
known for her prediction of the 
late President Kennedy’s assas¬ 
sination, feels that peace nego¬ 
tiations will be reached in 60 to 
90 days. (This remains to be 
seen.) 


U.S. has given Ky’s regime ap¬ 
proval to put American planes 
and arms in the hands of South 
Vietnamese troops to help contain 
the Buddhist demonstrations. 

BUDDHIST FACTION 

The President backed his ac¬ 
tions by saying that the majority 
of the Buddhist were not repre¬ 
sented by Tri Quang and that he 
is a pro-communist or at least 
proneutralist, although Tri Quang 
denies the Communist charges. 

Placing arms in the South 
Vietnamese government’s hands 
has committed the United States 
even further. 

The Executive and Congress 


say the U.S. is only protecting 
the South Vietnamese and making 
it a place where the people can 
hold their own free elections. 

That is, their own free elec¬ 
tions as long as a pro-American 
government is established.

The United States has made 
such an extravagant commitment 
that all would be lost if a pro¬ 
communist government did come 
into power. But that is the 
chance we will have to take. 

Extremes either way can be 
just as hated and disliked. We 
must leave it up to the South 
Vietnamese people to decide their 
own fate.

A cowboy renegade on the 
Apache reservation is “steer 
dogging” hi sway through college. 

Wayne Casterline of Winona 
is a rodeo cowboy who puts aside 
his books each spring to ride the 
rodeo circuit each summer. 

Casterline, president of 
TJC’s Rodeo Club, is known 
throughout East Texas as one of 
the area’s top steer doggers. 


A native of Orange, Caster¬ 
line comes “from a rodeo family 
and a rodeo area.” His interest 
in rodeoing began at 16 when a 
friend’s father, a rodeo cowboy, 
introduced him to steer dogging. 

In the last 10 years Caster¬ 
line has made approximately 300 
performances winning awards 
ranging from movie projectors 
and cameras in high school to 
belt buckles and cash in open 
shows.
